Mr. Rabin disputed opinions that 
the “Palestinian problem" stands at 
the heart of the Middle East strug- 
gle. He said the situation hinges on 
Egypt’s attitude: “If there is any 
chance of breaking through the wall 
of hostility which surrounds Israel, 
it is frst and foremost in our rela- 
tions with Egypt. ἃ 

‘The other Arab countries always 
followed Egypt’s lead, and “the wars 
always ended when Egypt asked 
for 8 cease-fire,” he said. 


Asked whether he would include 
settlements in Judea and Samaria 
in his recent statement to Golan 
settlers that Israel does not put up 
settlements only to abandon them 
later, Mr. Rabin told a cheering au- 
dience that he made 2 similar spe- 
cific reference to Judea and Sa- 
maria settlements six months ago. 

Referring to the handling of the

“I don't think it would be a good 
idea," Mansfield said.

Gov't waits for oil proposals

TEL AVIV. — The Government is 
keen to invest in oil exploration but 
there are not enough proposals by 
the oll companies for such ventures, 
a group of leading men im the 
energy field told geologist Moshe 
Shafrir, who had staged a sit-down 
strike in protest against what he 
considers inadequacies in oil ex- 
ploration policy. 

Shafrir called off his strike on 
Wednesday and that night met with 
the energy officials, including Dr. 
Zvt Dinstein, the Government ad- 
visor on energy. Israel Lior, who is 
in charge of oil exploration, told 
Shafrir that exploration on a large 
scale was hampered by difficulties 
in obtaining suitable equipment. 

A report in “Ha’aretz” yesterday 
said oil reserves at Abu Rodeis are 
dwindling at a rate of seven to 
eight per cent a year and are 
likely to run out by 1981 or 1982. 

“Ha'aretz” reporter Shlomo Gra- 
ber said it was an open secret that 
production has dropped both be- 
cause of the fire damage caused to

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Jalloud sees 
plot to cut 
oil price for 
Sinai move 


BEIRUT (UPI). — Libyan Premier 
Abdel Salam Jalloud said yesterday 
industrialized nations were attempt- 
ing to disrupt relations with the 
oil-producing states by pressing’ for 
cuts in oil prices in return for an- 
other Israeli partial withdrawal in 
Sinai. 

Addressing a conference of Arab 
oil workers in Tripoli, Jalloud sald: 
“There is no problem between pro- 
ducers and consumers, but the in- 
dustrialized nations are attempting 
to create a problem by linking oil 
prices to a withdrawal of 20 or 
30 kms from occupied Arab lJands.” 

Jalloud said the current oil price 
of about $11 per barrel is the mi- 
nimum acceptable to the producers 
“and the Israeli withdrawal must 
take place.” 

Although oj) prices have qua- 
drupled since the 1973 Middle Hast 
war, Jalloud described this as a 
“gmall achievement” for the produc- 
ing countries. “Despite this amail 
achievement they, are conspiring 
against us,” he said. “Reactionary 
regimes, Zionism and imperialism, 
particularly America, are conspiring 
against us,” 

Jalloud said it was the first time 
in history that the buyers of a 
certain commodity attempted to fix 
its price. 

“Neither the West nor America 
nor Kissinger will solve our prob- 
lems or restore the Palestinians to 
their lands. They only come to us 
to flex their muscles, that 
we are still their slaves,” he added. 


Herman Kahn: 
Oil prices 
may collapse. 


KUALA LUMPUR (Reuter). — 
American economist Herman 
Kahn said' yesterday the Organi- 
zation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) should hafve 
their prices and cut production 
by at least five per cent over 
the yext few months to prevent- 
a collapse of the ofl price struc- 
ture. ἡ 

He told the fifth International 
Symposium on Energy, Resources 
and the Environment here that 
the current price of around $11 
a barrel was unrealistic and had 
led to overproduction due to fal- 
ling demand 

Kahn, director of the Hudson 
Institute, advised OPEC to slash 
prices by at least half. 

In Tokyo, & top Japanese bank- 
er predicted yesterdzy that Middle 
East countries’ oil revenues might 
disappear by 1980 if they con- 
tinued to spend oil dollars at their 
current pace. 

Vice-President Yusuke Kashi- 
wag, of the Bank of Tokyo, told 
reporters that the recycling of 
petro-dollars was faster than 
anticipated. He returned yester- 
day at the head of a mission of 
Japanese bank and securities 
company leaders ta Iran and 
Arab countries. ; 

In Kuwait, OPEC officials said 
two proposals to stop calculating 
international oil prices in dollars 
will be considered at its meeting 
in Vienna next week. 


Referring to Western calls for the 
recycling of Arab petrodollars, Jal- 
loud said: “Arab funds are already 
in Europe. In fact what we are 
demanding is that these funds 
should be sent back to the Arab 
homeland.” 


SENATE VOTE MAY KILL 
FORD OIL TAX PLAN 


WASHINGTON. — ‘The Senate 
voted yesterday to suspend the 
administration's tax on imported 
ofl in a showdown which appar- 
ently Killed a key provision of 
President Ford's energy programme. 

Ford said immediately he would 
veto the bill. But administration

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UNITED NATIONS. — The UN 
Security Council headed yesterday 
into debate on the Turkish Cypriots’ 
proclamation of a separate state in 
north Cyprus, with the Greek Cy- 
priots pushing for a council dead- 
line for withdrawal of Turkish 
troops from there. 

Tassos Papadopoulos, on a dele- 
gation that has come here from the 

Government, confirmed re- 
ports that his delegation wanted a 
timetable not only for Turkish 
withdrawal, but also for the return 
of refugees to their homes includ- 
ing Greek Cypriots ousted from the 
Turkish area. 

Papadopoulos said the Cyprus 
Government also wants the Council 
to call for some new procedure for 
negotiations on the Cyprus question, 
to replace the talks between Greek 
Cypriots and Turkish Cypriots, 
which the Government side broke 
off after the proclamation was ἰ8- 
sued last Thursday. He said that 
format “is beyond a doubt not pro- 
ducing any results.” 
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The Council meeting, which was 
scheduled to egin fast night, was’ 
Hkely to be delayed, pending the 
return to New York of UN Secret- 
ary-General Kurt Waldheim, .who 
discussed the Cyprug crisis with 
Turkish and Greek government 
leaders on Wednesday during bié 
visits to Ankara and Athens. 

Greek Premier Constantine Kara- 
mantis told Waldheim the Mediter- 
ranean island could become “an- 
other Palestine.” The two mén met 
for nearly three hours after Wald- 
heim arrived in Athens from Ao- 
kara, where be had five hours of 


talks on Cypras with Turkish lea- 


ders. :

MADRID, — Police fired rubber 
bullets yesterday to disperse stu- 
dents demons! i in the centre 
of Madrid. Dozens of students shout- 
ing anti-government slogans were 
detained, as demonstrations broke 
out in various parts of the capital. 
The young demonstrators clashed 
sporadically with riot police who 
patrolled the streets, guided by a 
helicopter, 

The students shouted “reform,"" 
“unity” and “Valladolid” — the 
latter a reference to the closing 
down of Valladolid University by the 
government because of alleged sub- 
versive activity on the campus. 

Many Spanish campuses have been 
paralyzed by student strikes protest- 
ing the Valladolid closure and de- 
manding more student rights. 

In Madrid’s Parliament Square, 
hundreds of students emerging from 
a side street ran past the Cortes 
(parliament) building. Traffic piled 


up around the Ritz and Palace 
hotels, and police jeeps mounted on 
the pavement in pursuit of demon- 
strators. 

It was the first time in recent 
years that demonstrating students 
had penetrated from the campus on 
the cutskirts of town into the very 
heart of the city. 

Witnesses also reported that 
many Madrid housewives appeared 
to be boycotting food markets in an 
organized manner to protect against 
rising prices. 

In the northwestern region of 
Galicia, authorities launched radio 
appeals to the population to ignore 

from “subversive” organiza- 
tions for a general strike. 

For weeks, Spain been swept by 
Wegal industrial stoppages, campus 
unrest and politica] protest.

tion is a 2 to 3 per cent drop per 
capita, which would still leave us 
with a small aggregate increase. 
However, similar forécasts have been 
made in the past without coming 
true. There is slim prospect for ar- 
resting the increase in private spend- 
ing this year unless unemployment 
assumes major proportions. The 
Government says it will not allow 
this to happen. We shall thus main- 
tain our standard of Hving by aban- 
doning economic growth and conso- 
lidation. 

Moreover, we are not 
squandering our materia! resources, 
but also losing ground in efficient 
use of manpower. Although a labour 

prevails, there has been 4 
steady rige in the number of people 
turning to labour exchanges who 
could not find work — 58 well as 
a rise m unfilled vacancies. 

Meanwhile the percentage of 
adults neither employed nor look- 
ing for work continued to decline. 
As a result, the total number of 
earners (including both employees 
and self-employed) has not chang- 
ed since before the war, despite po- 
pujation increase. There has been 
nme change in the number of month- 
ly man-days worked in industry, as 
output per man-day declined since 
the first quarter of 1974. 

The reagons for this development 
are not quite clear. Most managers 
tend to attribute it to the counter- 
productive climate undermining the 
work morale. Although a top-level 
committee has been set up to re- 
commend ways and means to im-

Prove productivity, it cam hardly be 
expected to achieve real progress as 
long as no basic reforms are made. 

The post-devaluation situation does 
not seem to differ much from that 
before the “new economic policy.” 
The decline in the government's de- 
ficlt did not outlast December. This 
January another 1L.280m. were bor- 
rowed from the central bank, This 
trend is sald to have continued this 
month This additional purchasing 
Power hes been poured into the 
economy on top of the money ¢creat- 
ed by conversion of foreign cur- 
rency (owing to the rise in our 
currency reserves). Along with the 
resulting inflationary pressure, com- 
mercial bank lending has recovered 
from its post-devaluation level. One 
may wonder how long it will take 
until we witness another buying 
spree and price surge. And the 
hopes pinned on devaluation for a sub- 
Stantial improvement of our balance 
of payments seem to have been 
quashed. One need not be too con- 
cerned about the disappointing Jan- 
uary export figures, because they 
still reflect pre-devaluation orders. 
But it now turns out that most — 
if not all — of the $250m. added 
to our foreign currency reserves 
since their low in last November 
came from loans from overseas banks, 
and from the appreciation of the 
German mark assets of the Bank of 
Israel. 

The inflow of foreign capital must 
have been very small, much less 
than our economic authorities claim- 
ed. (This 15 another piece of evi- 
dence of widespread distrust in our 
economic performance.) True, our 
foreign trade deficit in the last 
quarter of 1974 was somewhat 
smaller than in the third quarter 
but that was due to pre-devaluation 
factors, largely reflecting a drop in 
post-war stockpiling. This cannot be 
relied on for very long. 

With another deficit budget in 
sight, prospects for reducing our 
foreign trade deficit are hardly en- 
couraging. Another major slump may 
be of help. But is this something 
to be hoped for?

SPRINGFIELD, Mass. — A small 
American foundation is ready to 
grant $100,000 over the next few 
years to Israelis for out-of-the-ordi- 
nary projects reflecting the needs 
of Israel and Israelis now and for 
the future.
